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HISTORY OF THE CENTRAL ORPHANAGE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA

In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travel throughout the state the large number of 
homeless. neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable laca- 
tion for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were en- 
countered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres located 
one and one-half miles from Oxford on the Raleigh Road, was obtain- 
ed for $1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time possession 
was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored Asylum.” 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when “‘The 
Colored Orphanage Asylum of N. C.”’ was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. 
W. A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thornton, 
Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational insti- 
tution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of sup- 
port, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines in 
order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage” Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pa- 
tillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one year 
and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, who 
served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without salary, 
but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had no income 
of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that time that Mr. 
Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills contracted in 
providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as Treasurer of the 
Orphanage until his death in 1901. 


Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his administration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell be- 
came connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not only 
received no pay, but worked to help support the children of the insti- 
tution. 


In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard 
superintendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ransom 
gave board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could 
be enlarged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s 
home, boys’ dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later a 
girls’ dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 


According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost 
of $1,440. A little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 
1898 one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage prop- 
erty was brought. On this land a home for the superintendent was 
erected. It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms, A small 
store room in the home was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were 
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kept in an outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. 
A few years later a donation of three acres of land on which was lo- 
cated a well built house, was gratefully received. There were on hand 
numerous applications for admittance that had been deferred because 
of lack of space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young children 
and a matron moved into this new home, since space was made avail- 
able for the new children. 


Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and fra- 
ternal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm supplied 
the table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The pro- 
ceeds from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obligations. 
The legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated $5,000 
yearly to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 during 
Rev. Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his position at 
Oxford in 1907 in order to help with the establishment of the Orphan- 
age in Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-Congressman and a member of the origi- 
nal board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as superintendent. 
Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1935. In keeping 
with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed during his ad- 
ministration to replace the original frame buildings. The bricks were 
made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The buildings erected 
were a boys’ dormitory, girls’ dormitory, chapel, dining room, laundry, 
and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke School and Office 
Building were erected during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The 
farm acreage was increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name “The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named to 
the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ransom, J. W. Levy, 
J. C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex Peace, G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Granville 
County as members of the board of directors. 


In 1935 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son Charles succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected: superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boys’ dormitory, addition of laundry equipment 
and also sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city of 
Oxford. On October 15, 1940, Superintendent Borders died. The Or- 
phanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. Al- 


ston until March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected super- 
intendent. 


Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and cultural improvements and the development of 
a definite vocational and recreational program. During his adminis- 
tration considerable progress was made along these lines, and efforts 
were made to have the institution meet standards set by other educa- 
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tional institutions of the state. Buildings were screened and the in- 
teriors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop and super- 
intendent’s home were erected. 


In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girls’ 
dormitory, new boys’ dormitory, vocational building, girls’ cottage and 
infirmary. 

The loss of the boys’ dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, necessi- 
tated the use of all available funds to replace the building. This dor- 
mitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens of the 
entire state of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their finan- 
ces to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which has been 
in use since 1949. 

Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentialities. A scholarship fund has been estab- 
lished by Robert Shepard, Oxford mortician, to enable those children 
who have ability to continue their training above the high school level. 
Under this program ten children have completed courses of study be- 
yond the high school level. 

There have been improvements made in the establishment of a 
well-rounded vocational program. The Carver Vocational Building, 
given by the New Farmers of America, was put in use in 1950. The 
boys are taught shoe repairing, farming, dairying, general repairing 
and care of the lawns. This training is given through work experience. 

The development of a full time sewing department greatly reduc- 
ed the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the vocational 
training for girls. In addition, the girls are taught laundering, cook- 
ing and general housekeeping. 

Though there has been no full-time director of recreational ac- 
tivities, there is a realization of the important part that this activity 
plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play and socializ- 
ing minimize the behavior problems of the group. The program is in a 
stage of development, and at the present time free play, movies, bus 
rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scouts programs, band and choral ac- 
tivities are the main recreational features. 


On April 15, 1951, Superintendent Hamme died. D. O. Leather- 
berry was appointed by the Board of Directors as acting Superinten- 
dent until August 31, at which time Reverend T. H. Brooks was elect- 
ed Superintendent and began his duties September 1, 1951. The steady 
progress of the past decade is being continued with emphasis on all 
needs of the children. 

The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and to 
give training to enable the child to become an asset to the society in 
which he must live. Consequently, greater care is given to the selec- 
tion of children in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and men- 
tally defective that have been frequently admitted. The children’s 
health has been very good, accentuated by the fact that there have 
been no deaths or serious illnesses for a number of years. 

The institution is continuing to expand its facilities in the effort 
to meet the ever increasing need for its service in keeping with pres- 
ent day trends. More than $1,000,000.00 has been raised and spent from 
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contributions alone for improvements of a permanent nature during 
the administration of Reverend Brooks. The following lists a few of 
such accomplishments, new and modern bathrooms in the girls’ dormi- 
tory; new heating plants in school building, girls’ dormitory and little 
boys’ dormitory, complete renovation of Cheatham Building’ which 
houses the auditorium and dining room; complete renovation of little 
boys’ dormitory and Angier B. Duke School Building and the building 
of the freezer locker. The Annie Rogers Cottage has been rebuilt and 
provides housing for a staff member. 


In the fall of 1961 a new one-family dwelling unit, known as The 
Gregory Cottage, was completed on the institution’s campus. This unit 
constructed of brick veneer, consists of five rooms and bath and was 
erected for the use of the institution’s assistant superintendent and his 
family. The cottage is named in honor of the late Mr, Francis Greg- 
ory of Leamington, Ontario, Canada, who had great interest in the 
Colored Orphanage and was a native of Granville County, North 
Carolina. 

By an act of the 1965 State Legislature, the name of the Colored 
Orphanage of North Carolina was changed to the Central Orphanage 
of North Carolina. 


During 1967 a gymtorium was erected on the Central Orphanage 
campus. A dual-purpose structure, it accommodates adequate seating 
space for large gatherings, and also serves as a Recreation Center for 
the -institution. This facility was built at a cost of $140,000.00 
excluding equipment. 

The Reverend Dr. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent, died on June 17, 
1968. An interim Committee composed of H. V. Bryant, Assistant 
Superintendent, and Mrs. J. H. McDougile, Budget Officer, was named 
by the Board of Directors to be responsible for the institution’s im- 
mediate operation pending the election of a successor to the late Dr. 
Brooks. 


H. V. Bryant, Assistant Superintendent, was named by the Board 
of Directors to the position of Superintendent February 11, 1969.

Gentlemen: 


Reviewing the activities of the fiscal year which began July 1, 
1969, and ended June 30, 1970, one unusual event influenced our 
course of action more than any other. 


A disastrous fire destroyed the laundry building. The total loss 
included the building, machinery, all unissued clothing and household 
items stored on the second floor of the building, supplies and clothing 
in the laundrying process. 

Looking on the brighter side, the response from friends of the 
community and other parts of the state was encouraging. We received 
numerous items of clothing and some monies to allay the seriousness 
of the loss. We were carried over the crisis without undue stress in 
meeting the immediate clothing needs of the girls and boys. The gift 
of. two small washing machines plue one that we purchased and 
installed in each domitory eased the work load of the housemothers 
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to some extent. One cannot overlook the cooperation given by staff- 
members and students as they took over the difficult task of providing 
clean clothing for the children—even with the extra energy called for 
in the absence of laundry facilities, 

Total income for the year was $250,489.68. Contributions totaling 
$21,046.01 were allocated to capital improvements. We _ received 
$2,351.87 for the scholarship fund. Bequests totaling $1,236.98 were 
added to the plant fund. Insurance coverage on the laundry paid 
$21,000. 

Along with increased contributions, expenditures increased and 
the year ended with deficit of $4,393.11 in current operations. We 
are faced with a problem in that current social changes are affecting 
the structure of some organizations which have supported the insti- 
tution in past years. Constantly we seek to contact new sources of 
support and revitalize the interest of other groups. 

The indebtedness on the gymtorium has been liquidated and we 
can plan for other improvements without this encumbrance. 


The first objective at this time has to be replacement of the 
laundry, at the estimated cost of $75,000, including the equipment. 


The housing situation for girls is deplorable and it will be man- 
datory that some improvements be made as soon as possible. The 
problems resulting from having over seventy girls congregated in one 
unit are manifold. 


The superintendent, assistant superintendent and three house- 
mothers attended the Group Child Care Association Institute at the 
University of North Carolina School of Social Work. In addition we 
had an in-service session on the orphanage campus, with the consul- 
tant working directly with the staff-members and children in the 
everyday situation. The information gained through these discussions 
has helped the staff-members develop professionally. 


We have received improved casework services from the county 
departments of social services. This improved communication between 
the children and their home environments resulted in an increasing 
number of home visits and better attitudes among the children. Many 
of the girls and boys have felt alienated from their families, and these 
follow-up visitations have been very helpful. 


It is our duty to provide the best training possible for each child 
entering our care. Academic thaining has always been stressed; how- 
ever, we are greatly concerned about the large number of children 
whose progress is below average. These children, potential drop-outs, 
need all of the support and help that we can give. The work partici- 
pation program on the campus helps in this area, and we realize that 
a stronger program is needed. Several students have been interviewed 
by Job Corp. We hope that those who do enter the program will do 
well and inspire others to take advantage of this training. 


Five students graduated from high school, two with special 
recognition. We expect to have two girls beginning college in the 
fall—one at Fayetteville State University and one at Winston-Salem 
State University. We have had one young man at the University of 
North Carolina at Greensboro, who reports a successful year. He 
expects to complete his work during the coming: year. 
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So far as planning for the future is concerned, we can only con- 
tinue with recommendations stated in previous reports. Rebuilding the 
laundry is the immediate concern, and at this time we do not have the 
entire amount of funds with which to do this job. 

We sincerely appreciate the continued interest and support 
received from the Board of Directors, staff and many friends.

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REPORT OF ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 


To: Mr. H. V. Bryant, Superintendent 

The past fiscal year was again engaged in the continuance of 
upgrading our program invoiving our staff and children, with em- 
phasis placed on the well-being of our children. 

During the year 1969-70 our staff enjoyed the privilege of attend- 
ing an in-service training institute conducted on our campus. We 
were fortunate to have Miss Marjorie Faraday, Consultant from the 
University of North Carolina, in coordination with the Chapel Hill 
Workshops, as consultant. Miss Faraday is considered an expert in 
the field of child-care services. We were taught and informed of 
many new ideas indicative of good house parent-child and staff-child 
relationship in the child-care institution or home. We discussed ways 
and means of improving these respective relationships. The staff dis- 
cussed openly problems encountered in child-care work and solutions 
to these problems through information received during the in-service 
training program. 

The spiritual and moral training program for the children was 
carried out to its fullest. Under this program the children enjoyed 
and profited from the Biblical teachings and training received in Sun- 
day School, mid-week prayer services and Vesper Service, a religious 
service held on the second and fourth Sunday monthly. As a part 
of our off-campus programs our children attended churches in the 
surrounding communities, on the first and third Sundays. This train- 
ing is culminated with an all-out participation of daily devotion in 
each dormitory or residence building on our campus. 

The yuletide season was enjoyed by all of the children. They re- 
ceived gifts, fruits, candies and toys. Parties were given for each 
group. Various church groups, businesses, fraternal organizations, 
relatives and other like organizations provided Christmas cheers. One 
thing in particular the group seems to enjoy were the bus rides to 
nearby towns to see the beautiful Christmas lights and decorations. 

With economic efficiency so imperative at this epoch, our farm 
brought about a significant change. With Mr. J. A. Allen, Farm Sup- 
erintendent, working so diligently found us able to get proper use 
and value from our farm equipment in making our farm more effec- 
tive and efficient operation. The farm’s yield was somewhat hampered 
this year due to weather conditions. We had a very dry season and 
it was extremely hot. We were able to have quite a number of items 
available for canning such as garden peas, tomatoes, collards, corn, 
okra and string beans, 

Mr. David Gooch, our ground foreman, continued to keep our 
grounds looking neat and beautiful. This proved to be a constant 
admiration of our students as well as our many visiting friends. We 
are grateful to the housemothers for exhibiting special interest in 
the beautification and cleanliness of their respective buildings. 

Our recreation program was one of inspiration. By this I mean 
simply that the interest among the boys and girls propelled to its 
highest peak. Games available were horseshoes, softball, badminton, 
ping-pong, marbles, checkers and many others. Children of all ages 


enjoyed these games. We have regular monthly movies on alternate 
Monday nights also. 
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We again fielded boy’s and girl’s basketball teams. Our boy’s 
team compiled a very low 2-10 won-lost record, while our girl’s team 
on the other hand compiled a very impressive 5-0 won-lost record. 

The concert and marching band, though relatively small in num- 
ber, continued with success to provide good musical sounds across the 
state. It continued to show constant and steady improvement. This 
was atiributed to the thorough instruction of preparatory instrumen- 
tal classes. The students were taught the essence of applying accuracy 
in individual instrumented performance in music first, and skillful 
and proficient manipulation and execution of instrument, second. 
Interest increased among students to the extent that more of them 
enrolled in classes and tried to acquire musical skills. The band thus 
appeared on the following engagements: Concerts at Eaton-Johnson 
Elementary School, Henderson, N. C.; Davie Educational Union Pic- 
nic, held in Mocksville, N. ‘C., and for the first time in several years, 
the band gave a concert on our campus. The participation of our band 
in several parades proved quite rewarding to the institution. These 
parades included the A. & T. State University Homecoming Parade 
held in Greensboro. This parade exposed the band to the top rated 
skillful collegiate type exhibition of musical selection and execution 
of the best in precision marching and drills. 

The choir, under the direction of Mrs. B. J. Mayes, had another 
successful year. There were several engagements filled across the 
state. The melodious and harmonious sounds the choir gave were 
examples of hard work and constant rehersal. Engagements filled 
by the choir included the Johnson County Missionary Union, held this 
year ai our gymtorium on campus, a program at the Mount Zion Bap- 
tist Church, Greensboro, N. C., a St. John’s Day program at the 
Second Baptist Church in Roanoke Rapids, N. C. 


ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL 


To: Mr. H. V. Bryant, Superintendent 

We are seeing more and more that the best possible development 
of the child can only be had through the medium of a good parent- 
teacher-pupil relationship. Cooperation in this respect is. the keynote 
to the progress of any school. 

We had a good school year because we had good teachers and 
good parents. The teachers did an excellent job of teaching children 
what they were ready to learn. The teacher, next to the parent, is 
the most important person in bringing about socially desirable changes 
in the child’s physical, intellectual, emotional, social and moral devel- 
opment. Parents and teachers are partners in educating children. 
Each must assume his or her reasonable share of the responsibilities 
and privileges, if our children are to grow intellectually and take 
their places in our changing world. 

We lost a good teacher to the Vance County School System, Mr. 
Bowman Burton. He was replaced by the Reverend Mr. H. V. Miles of 
Raleigh, N. C. Reverend Miles did an excellent job in the eighth 
grade. He was an asset to our school. 

The children worked and played together very well. A work and 
play situation may be excellent, even though the child receives no 
mark if the teacher evaluates the child’s strengths and weaknesses, 
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and encourages him to improve. Many children, who showed little 
improvement in their academic work, excelled in improving their 
attitudes in work and play. These attitudes developed such traits as 
courage, endurance, alertness, self control, initiative and many others 
which the child needs, in order to live within a changing society. 

We enrolled 211 children this school year, 99 of these children 
were from the Central Orphanage. The remainder were from the sur- 
rounding school communities, Our enrollment was less than it has 
ever been. With fewer children in classes, the teachers did more 
individual teaching. Many children, who would not have improved 
in a crowded situation, made significant improvement. 

I thank you, Mr. Bryant, for the part which you played in help- 
ing us to successfully complete another school year.

REPORT OF FARM MANAGER

We have come to the end of another year, therefore, we take 
great pleasure in reporting the work of this department. 

In recent years it seems like we have had problems beyond our 
control, but through them all we were able to produce 290 tons of 
silage and 700 bushels of corn. Our feed program included 7 acres 
permanent pasture and 9 acres of temporary pasture. 

The following list is commodities harvested this year: 

57 bushels string-beans 
74 bushels lima-beans 
65 bushels cabbage 
2 bushels beets 
194 bushels mixed-greens 
13 bushels okra 
16 bushels onions 
37 bushels field-peas 
10 bushels garden peas 
570 bushels sweet potatoes 
133 bushels white potatoes 
10 bushels squash 
28 bushels tomatoes 
331 dozens corn . 

We alsc harvested a large quantity of fruit this year including 
35 bushels of pears and 12 bushels of apples. 

We are able to harvest 350 watermelons and 125 Ree 
during the seasons. 

Students on the farm assisted greatly in feeding and caring for 
the cattle and swine. They rendered valuable service in the butcher- 
ing and curing of 10,553 pounds of pork which produced 950 pounds 
of lard. |

At the end of the preceding twelve months, our gross income for 
dairy production totaled more than $19,000. More than 4,000 pounds 
of beef was slaughtered. Our herd averaged more than 10,000 pounds 
of milk per cow. 

We attended the North Carolina District Junior Dairy Show 
again this year. We took two heifers that received prizes. We to¢k 
four heifers to the County Show and they also received prizes. ; 

Our major aim is to upgrade our herd and produce more grade 
A milk. Thanks to all who helped to make the activities of this depart- 
ment successful. With the help of the farm supervisor, superinten- 
dent and others we were able to harvest two hundred and fifty tons 
of silage.

REPORT OF SHOE SHOP DEPARTMENT

Exhibit “C” is a statement of Capital assets, which shows a total 
valuation of $ 739,821.00. This Statement is not intended to show 
present values and is subject to Appraisal and Changes at the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Directors. During Fiscal 1969-70, the orphan- 
age suffered a fire loss of their laundry and its contents consisting of 
equipment (Estimated re-manufactured replacement cost $ 15,095.00), 
clothing and other articles valued at $ 15,212.41 or a total estimated 
loss of $ 30,307.41. Fire loss recovery from the Insurance Companies 
Amounted to $21,000.00 (See Exhibit “B’’). 

Exhibit ‘“‘D” presents the Balance of the Children’s Savings 
Fund. The Balance of $ 1,260.18 is the property of individual orphans 
and is administered by the budget officer as custodian.
